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PREFACE. 



So many kind words have been printed, written, and 
spoken, concerning " The Boston Charades," the author 
has been easily persuaded to the pleasant task of writ- 
ing another original book of the same sort. 

Though by no means designed especially for young 
nersons, these books may be regarded as a diversion 
helpful to any alert and inquiring mind. The charades 
are believed to be amusing, wholesome, and, to a con- 
siderable extent, suggestive of admirable things in lit- 
erature. A kind of pleasantry which has served to 
brighten the leisure hour of Macaulay or of Tennyson 
cannot, if rightly treated, be less than entertaining to 
the minds of many others. 

The author's view regarding suitable basic words for 
charades has been amply approved. In this volume, 
as in the previous one, the solutions are to be spelled 
and syllabled in accordance with acknowledged authori- 
ties. 

The plan for the publication of the solutions of " The 
Boston Charades" has not proved wholly satisfactory, 
either to the friends of the book, or to its author. 
Nevertheless, the promise of the preface is to be ful- 
filled, at the date first contemplated and now fixed 
upon, namely, Feb. i, 1897. It has been thought advis- 
able to give those solutions a more permanent place as 
an appendix to the present volume.

My Second deepens in the eye 

When mortal dust returns to dust : 

My Whole in faithful fellowship 

Is at the fainting soldier's lip.

My Second is the color of a curd : 
Nested and singing by the ocean side, 
My Whole is one brown bird. 
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The careful kind reader, the dear referee 
Who the pages of ** Much Ado " turns, 
May the name of my First, a divinity, see ; 
My Second, a pronoun, is mentioned by Burns : 
My Whole is a May-day, — discovered in Scott, — 
When the sapling may fade, but the big tree will 
not. 
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Along the summer seas, 
O'er plain or vale or height, 
My First pursues with ease 
Its gentle wayward flight ; 
Through this we look above 
The struggle and the strife : 
It brings the voice of love : 
Without it, what were life ! 

In woods my Second dwells, 
At way-side or a-field ; 
By brooks and shady dells 
Its presence is revealed : 
Its finer form has name 
From vesture dark or fair 
Which never misbecame. 
Nor ever girl would spare. 

My Whole aboard the train 
Is coming into town ; 
A passenger in vain 
Might strive to set it down : 
Though apt to make a stay 
And hold us all in check. 
Its movement by the way 
Saves human lives from wreck. 
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My First was a doctor who failed to obtain 
The love of another who could not explain ; 
My Second, in boats of the fishermen, ranks 
As poor or as good when they come from the Banks : 
And hark to my Whole, for the melodies gush 
From his throat in the field, — 'tis a species of 
thrush. 
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My First was an ambassador sent hither from 
the east ; — 
There was at first a doubt about the name^s pro- 
nunciation ; 
My Second — vide 79 — retained the pagan priest : 
My Whole has fitly been defined as public defama- 
tion. 
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The isle of my First is a British dominion 
Untroubled by venomous reptiles or toads ; 
On its cliff-sides reposes the far-flying pinion, 
Its mountains are traversed by picturesque roads, 
Soft, equable airs in its fields are aflow, 
The palm lifts its leafage and fuschias blow. 

My Second at Cambridge is great or is little ; 
T is chiefly a question of certain degrees : 
The lack-brain shall there not receive his acquittal. 
Though passable students may rank as they 

please, — 
Pray do not get lost on a word in the ear. 
And think to our Boston this Cambridge is near. 

My Whole is a tropical product : a Lady 

Who travelled to excellent purpose salutes 

The same, — which delighted she ate in the shady 

Repose of Bahama, — as king of the fruits. 

With the island gazelle and the honeycomb's gold, 

This fruit has been sung of by Ossian of old. 
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My First is yet the Prince of Wales ; 

Upon my Second, Silas Marner wrought : 
Reserved from sad ancestral auction sales, 

My Whole is thence with fond remembrance 
brought. 
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My First is cranial protuberance ; 
More than my Second was the false-heart Dane 
To him of inky cloak and cloudy countenance : 
My Whole denominates an awkward swain. 
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My First enumerates a group divine ; 

See in their lovely locks my Second shine ; 

To reach my Whole the spheres aforetime spun : — 

'Tis now all obsolete, increased by one. 
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My First most nearly equals half a million dollars ; 

My Second tells what loving lips have done : 
My Whole sinks swift in shallow, surging ocean, 

When rocks are near and storm has hid the sun. 
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My First is a place where the felon is kept ; 

My Second erratic perhaps he will see there : 
My Whole is a metal wherewith the adept 

At the types fills the space that may be there.

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My First includes one's ownest friends : 
Mankind it sometimes comprehends : 
My Second I may never try 
To find within a comrade's eye 
When with a beam my own distends : 
My Whole the word-books well describe, 
The common muster of a tribe. 
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My First of the hand is a part ; 
My Second is one of a personal group : 
To keep up my Whole is an art 
Required by the bicycle troupe. 
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My First is a chimney ; beside is the hob ; 

My Second in arms may be sinister : 
My Whole is a region just back of the fub 
Of the corpulent minister. 
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My first describes the Monday 

Before a Lenten Sunday ; 

My Second, fine and airy, 

Is bedroom for a fairy : 
My Whole grows in the granular 
Brown earth, — the sweet campanula. 
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With down-dropped eye and dextrous hand, 

She drew upon the tawny strand, 

And wrought my First, in summer-land. 

She sang divinely by the sea, 
And deftly touched the ivory key : 
My Second thrilled in song and glee. 

Perhaps, in some far-distant place, 
My Whole endowed her with the grace 
That holds her in its light embrace.
